This second Office Action is in response to Applicant's First Amendment received 
on October 9, 2003 in this case. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1(k2 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 



Claims 1, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Clark (5,971 ,485). Clark teaches each feature of the claimed invention as shown in the 
attached red marked-up copy of Clark's Figures 2a and 2b. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 6 and 7 are allowed. 



Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Regarding claim 6, the prior art of record does not teach, in combination with 
the other features of claim 6, a yoke having upwardly extending parallel arms and 
attached to the upper end of the support post, a pivot rod extending between the arms 
of the yoke, the rods having ends extending beyond the outer sides of the arms of the 
yoke, a pair of rear cantilever arms pivotally attached to the pivot rod and a pair of front 
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cantilever arms pivotally attached to the pivot rod. Regarding claim 7, the prior art of 
record does not teach, in combination with the other features of claim 7, an adjustable 
chest pad support rod extending substantially horizontally through an opening in said 
support post.
